^BoBLiw, l^ov. 18 —The Nation gives 
the details of an operation which, it aays, 
will be carriad out in tho event of a 
Ruasian war. "If Kussia reaorta to 
•cms," aaya the Nation, "an Austrian 
■ciny will invade Servia, and tho fleets of 
Austria, England and Italy vrill occupy 
tbe Euxine Seft. 'Germany will watch 
Poland, and ii ^France should ally hersulf 
with Russia, tho Itiliana will occupy the 
Alps." 

London, Nor. 17. — The court of queen's 
bench was crowded to-day witti faahioii- 
•ble, distinguished pouple, at tho trial of 
the second action for libel brought uKainst 
Lord Obief Juatioe Ooleridge by his son 
iu-Iaw, Oharles W. Adams. Ad'ini'! du- 
oUred that the lord chief justico wroto 
a letter explaining to oett,iin porHdual 
friends why he opposed tho marriai^'o of 
bis dallghter, married to Adams, and in 
this letter alleged that plain litl' en- 
deavored to obtain his diiuj^hter'a iiioiiey 
by cornproiniaing her so th;it she wuuld bu 
compelled to marry him. Public '.tion of 
this libol, Adams con t-jiided, consisted in 
showing the letter to the Eiwrl of Solborno, 
then lord high chancellor, and the Earl 
of Iddeslei^h, leoxetaicy of state for for- 
eign aflTairs, who were induced to act as 
referees in the settlement of tho other 
action for libel, baaed on tho lord chief 
justice's letter to his daughter, endeavor- 
ing to dissuade her from marrying plaintiff 
by making severe at'ucks on his personal 
character. During the hearing both tlie 
Earl of Seiborne and the Earl of Iddt^s- 
leigh occupied seats on the bench. 

Tho Derby cup, ono mile straight, waa 
won by J. Lowther'a colt King Mon- 
mouth, by a head; Lird Hurtington'a 

S aiding Ooranna, aecond; Naylor'a mare 
'ast and Loose, third . There were twelve 
■tartefa. 

London, Nov. 18. — A oommitteo of 
the cabinet, composed of L 'rd R;indi)l|)li 
Churchill, Su lMiGh:u;l Hicks li.'iich, 
Lord Ashbourne and Kt H ill. Win. 
Henry Smith, is preparing a land bill 
for Ireland. The -firat draft is based on 
extehaion of the Ashbourne act. It 
limits the tenant's purchase of hmds 1 1 
holdings under tiO acres. If the com- 
mission sanctions tho aale, tlio tru'surer 
of the imperial treasury will advance the 
amount, tho commission paying four- 
fifths to tbe landlord and rtitaining the 
other fifth till' the tenant's annual install- 
ments amoi^nt to one-fifth of the stipu- 
lated sum. Tho tonant'a payni 'dIb ahaW 
extend over 39 years, with iiitoreat, at 
four per cent, per aniiinn, aa in tho Aah- 
bourno aot. The total necessary to bo 
({□arantoed by treaty is estimated at 
£26,000,000. The sales under the Awh- 
bourne act having exhausted tho parlia- 
mentary grant of £5,000,000, it is re- 
ported that tho guveriiineiit, truatiiig to 
parliament's retrospective a-uittiun, lias 
ordered the treasury to continue to make 
BdTanoei. If report be true, this action 
exposes the government to a critical at- 
tack for a breach of ihn c institution. 

Sofia, Nov. 18. — The c:',ir hi» in- 
structed General Kaulbiirs to liiavu Bul- 
garia at once with all the Russian con- 
suls if his note to tho regents duaiaii<!iii;> 
the dismissal from ollioe of Gon. Mulker- 
off, commandant at Philipopulis, for his 
conduct in arresting Ruasian subjects, is 
not complied with. In the ev'uiit of his 
departure, Kaulbara has boon ordered to 
place all Hussiane in Hul^'iria aim Kast- 
eru Houmelia under the care of Che 
Qerman agent at Sotia. Cienernl Kaul- 
bars is expected to leave Bulgaria on 
Saturday. 

The regents have nelced Oon. Kaulbara 
to giv3 them timo to reply to' his ulti- 
matum. They wish until iliu end of the 
week, when all tho ministers will be in 
tht oity. It is believed that Kaulbara 
haa been instructed to tind a pretext ti 
end bin mission in Bulgaria by aoino 
a/up d'eiai which would nmke hia depar- 
ture a |>olitical necessity. 



Nkw Yokk, Noy. 17. — A letter from 
Hayai^a, dated Novenibor Hi, says: On 
rW^doeaday,iBab(a party of bandits, under 
"Komoro, onlleii 'at a sugar plantation be- 
longing to Honor Franoison Pedroso, and 
demanded $10,000, declaring that if the 
iponey was not forthcoming they would 
burn the plantation. Podroae refused to 
give them what they asked, and Ccmr 
houra lat«r flames had destroyod' not unly 
the extensive and well cultivated cano 
tield, but ' factories, dwelling houses, 
dopi)t..s, great quantities of corn, lumber, 
plow.i I'.nd nearly everything of value on 
the plantation. In the province of Cien- 
fuego a robber's band under Nicholas 
Eapinosa, and his lieutenant, Matagaz, 
havo kidnapped Seiior Baltaaear do la 
Torriciite, for iyhoau rau.'toui they demaiul 
$8000. Tho also kidnu|i|Hul Soiunr Uaaa- 
nova and tho two aooa of ]\lr. L:iinbard. 
J'aiiJiU ill t!\o province of Santa (Jlara 
kiihiaijped ihe steward of tho. sugar estate 
' Santa Logarda." Ho wad ranaomed for 
^ooOO. 

New Youk, Nov. 18. — Ex-President 
Arthur died at hfs home in this city ut 
5 o'clock this morning. As soon aa the 
news was inide public, many-Haga on 
public and [irivato buildings were placed 
at half-mast, A stroke of cerebral ap- 
poplexy, sudden, but not wholly unex- 
pected by tho attending pliyaiciana, ter- 
minated hia life. Tin" siroke camo 'n his 
sleep bi tweon Tuesday night .ind Wednos- 
day loroiioon. lie passeil away without 
apparent piiiu, hia lite alowl}' going out 
like a liuriied down e.indle, anil for huur.i 
before the end came he waa. unconscious 
tbhia surroundingBio^His Bon«bd)daugh - 
ter, his sister, his former partner, Sher- 
man W, Ncvals, and his closest friend 
and surrogate, BoUinSi Vroro^'fiti hils blsdr 
side. ' '. r 

PiiT.siiuuun, Pa., Nov. 18. — "The lim- 
ited express coming in on the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis railway^ duo in 
this city at . 6:30 .this morning, was 
wrecked by a land slide at Jones' Ferry, 
at tlin outskirts of the- otty,<and a num- 
lier of persons wore injured/ two being 
fatally hurt. 

San- Francisco, Nov. 18.— E. H. Hor- 
garten, a veterinary surgeon, waa shot 
and killed this morning by W'm. Dolan, 
a luickinan, during a quarrel over money 
mattars. Dolan was arrested and locked 
up in the city prison. He claimed that 
the shooting was done in self-defense.

EZ-PBBaipENT ABTMUJt. 

Allnn Cheater Arthur was the twenty- 
firat proaident of the United States, aitd 
was born in I'rauUliii county, Vermont, 
on the 5th of Ootobor, 1830. Ho distin- 
guiahea hioiseif aa a atudeut at Union 
.College, New York; and devoting himself 
toTaw'atn'diett waa'admiU'ed to toe bar at 
an early age. After baring practised for 
aoine years he waa nnade a judge-advocate; 
ut the outbreak of the ^reat civil vrar he 
hold the post of iuapector-general; and 
during the war was quarterniaater general 
for the New York forces. He aubse- 
quently returned to the practice of the 
law and became the head.of .a very emin- 
ent law firm. He was of Scoto-Iriih ex- 
traotioD, and took a prominent share in 
politicH, on tliu republican aide, and in 
1871 Preaitlout Grant appointed him col- 
lector of customs at the port of New 
York. As being hostile to the reform in 
the civil service aimed ut by President 
Hayes, he waa removed from this post in 
1878, and again returned to tho prnftice 
of the law. Ho was a lender of thb , 
publican party in that State; and though 
belonging to that section of the republi- 
cana^o^poaed on ^he question of civil ser- 
Yioe reform to that repreaented by Gen- 
oral Garfield, waa made vice-presi- 
dent of the United States when 
. Garfield became Preaideut in 1881. The 
death of that great and good man, at the 
hands of an assassin, called the vice- 
president to the supreme magistracy of the 
u'fiionf'aQd he waa 'loatalled aa preaident 
on' the 22nd of September, 1881'. During 
his incumbency of that exalted position 
he waa faithful to his trust, and gave to 
the Republic an honest administration, 
fiia term of office was not marked by 
any g^eat brilliancy, but was auch aa to 
commend him to the respect and eateem 
of both partieaj of all clasaea and creeds. 
In social life he waa always the f;entle- 
man, and wja a great lover of fireside 
pleasures. He waa a keen sportsman and 
every summer went "a-aDgling." Tho 
Oaioapedia and Nepiaiquit were his favor- 
itdi^*haunta and upon their pleasant 
banks, he and a few congenial spirits 
held liigh carnival during the "season." 
The guides will tell you that he threw the 
prettiest line of any of tho frequenters of 
the atreamB, and that he was a patient 
andrpenevering disciple of "the gentle 
Ini^."^^:It ia aaid that since his wife died 
h'ia life had changed, — that he was 
seldom free from attacks of melancholia. 
That waa a BigniGcont quoscion he asked 
on his death bod: "la life worth living 7" 
but lor him the riddle has been sclved. 
He had few enemies, even his strongest 
opponents can be conacious of no shade 
of peraonal bitterneas to him who haa 
been so suddenly and terribly stricken 
down, and wore everyone for whom in 
private life ho has done some loving ser- 
vice to drop a blossom on his casket, he 
voald aloep to-night beneath a wilder- 
neaa of floirera. 

MOW TRE GRITS PILE UP THE 
DEBT. 

The public debt seema to bs the bug- 
bear of the grit politicians . It is an amus- 
ing fact that the debt doctjrs of tho grit 
persuasion differ very materially. The 

Toronto Globe of tho 29th ult , says ; — 
"The public debt haa increased since 1867 
from §75,000,000 to four times that sum," 
and ill tho samu issue it says the public 
debt had been elevated from "$93,000,000 
in 1867 to ^218,000,000 in tho present 
year." In another issue tho same journal 
says: — "In 1878 the public debt was 
¥176,957,000. Itia now $281,31^000." 
Jamea Fleming, M. P., aaya: — "In 1878 
the government came into power when 
the debt of tho country was 8174,000,000, 
and to-day the debt of the country is 
$281,000,000." Jamea Junes, M. P., 
at Quelph, said that the increase 
ainoe confederation haa been, $183,411,- 
000. Edward Blake, M.P., at Orangeville, 
■aid: "lam convinced- that when the 
statoinunt is obtained and sifted it will 
bo found that tho not debt is about $220,- 
000,000." At Gait, he said the debt in 
1878 waa 8140,400,000. M. 0. Cameron, 
M. P., at Wingham, spoke of "the in 
crease of tho public debt to $290,000,000." 
John Charlton, M. P., in this city, aaid: 
"We commenced with a not debt of 
§75,728,000 in 18G7. That waa increased 
until this year lf2C0,500,000 of iUhl has 
btm accumulated nn(/<?/- the adtninistiatiun 
of 8ir John MacJunuld."

S.\N Fhanclsco, Nov. 10. — Toni; Ah 
Sing, coudoronud for the murdor of a Chi- 
nese woman about four yeora B5;ii, waa 
hanged at l>i;08 p. m, to-day in tho city 
gaol. About an hour before the time aet 
for the' execution he bedame very much 
excited and rapidly loat his aolf control aa 
tho time of the oxoaution grow nearur imd 
nearer. Hu finally fell on his knees bo- 
fore Mr. Ackerman, attnruoy, and Sherill' 
Hopkins, who wore present, and bogged 
him to save his life. "I did not commit 
tho crime," cried he wildly, "and you 
muat not let them hang nie." Heat last 
became hyaterical, crying and wringing 
his hands and occa^<ionally lifting tliom to- 
ward heaven in the must piteous munnor. 
He would not listen tj the. advicu and 
comforting words of the priest and paid 
no attention to any aurrDniidings. Whun 
the time came for tho exocntion ho aa 
cended tho scaffold, having managed to 
regain his composure, and walked steadi- 
ly on to the douth-trap. A few minutes 
before twelve a despatch waa received 
from Governor Slone'man which read: 
"I will not interfere." The final prepara- 
tions were then made and the trap was 
sprung. When tho rope had stretched to 
its full length it waa noticed that it had 
caught undor tho doomed man's loft arm, 
so that hia body hung at an acute angle. 
There were loud exclamations of horror 
and considerable exaitoment. An attempt 
to pull the body on to the platform of the 
ecaffold proved unauooeaafni. Finally a 
step ladder was procured and tho rope waa 
loosened. Life was already extinct, death 
having been .Mparently inatantaneous. 

Samuel M. Redington, grain broker, of 
this city who was run over last night by a 
Sutter street dummy and had both legs 
broken, died at a late hour la»t night 
from the effects of hia injuries. 

Some days ago two gentlemen laid a 
wager of $500 a side that one of them, 
named Wash. Marion, dared not make a 
ballon ascension without an leronaut. 
VV. Marion this afternoon obtiined from 
Prof . Van Tassel hia ballon, "Eclipse," 
and in company with a reporter named W. 
Hatt,entored tho busketof the balloon and 
turned the air ship loose. Nothing had 
been heard of them up to a late hour 
this afternoon. Neither af the ballonists 
are aronauta. 

After rising to a height of about a mile 
the balloon sailed toward the aoiuh and 
descended near Millbrae about 4 o'clock 
p. m. without accident to the occupants. 
They collapsed it and returned by the 
train to this city this evening. 

The ooroner held an inqueat to-day in 
the caae of Dr. Hergarten who was killed 
by Wm. Dolan yesterday. Detective 
Ho((an testified that Dolan aaid to him 

when arrested, "I ahot at the , 1 

shut to kill him and if he ain't dead I 
hope he will die." Dolan waa under the 
influence of liquor at tho time. Witijossea 
testified that no knife or weapon of any 
kind waa found on docoasod. Tlie jury 
returned a verdict charging Dobu with 
the crime of "cold-blood«d murder." 

United States Cominiaaioner Hoffman 
haa awarded H. Fellctior two thouaand 
dollars damages against the propriotora of 
tho American ahip Occidental. I'eiK tier, 
who is a Liverpool pilot, was carried t ) 
this port from that place by the Occiden- 
tal against his will. 

Sackamento, Cal., Nov. 19— -It was 
developed to-day that burglars entered 
the resideuoe of & Oppenheimer in this 
city on Sunday afternoon last and carried 
off money and jewels to tho extent of §2,- 
500, including a diamond worth 5:800. 

Nkw York, Nov. 19. — A collision oc- 
onrred thia morning between the ateamera 
Brittanic and Beaconsfield. The former 
struck the latter on the port silo about 
amidship, making a hole from throe to 
four feet long on tho water lino. Several 
tugs took the Beacousfiald in tow, and 
when near the Erie elevator, Joraey City, 
whero it ia supposed she was bound; she 
aank in 35 or 40 feet of water. She waa 
of 1,118 tons register, and had on board 
7,000 bushela of grain. The damage to 
the Brittanic waa i)pi>arontly above water, 
but was quite exteiiaivo. 

Dekvick, Col, Nov. 19, — -A special 
from Sterling sajs: Kugeno Burleson, a 
houieatoador from Michigan, was lobt in 
tho atorm last Monday while huniing cat - 
tle two miles east of here. His frozi-n 
body was discovered yesterday, and waa 
brought hero this afternoon. 

CuiOAuo, Nov. 19 — An Intor-Ocoan 
special aaya: The bargea Ninekaunee 
and IVfarriette in tow of the ateamer Man- 
istigue, laden with lumber at Oscoela fi r 
Chicago, broke down yesterday morning 
20 miles oil Manituu Island. They wa- 
ter-logged and wont ashore 10 miles south 
of thia place, the two orewa, nnmbering 
15 men in all, lost. 

Partionlars oonoerntng the great atorm 
which has been raging on Lako Superior 
show that it was the flercoRt gain tliat evci- 
swept the lakes. At Mai quottu the lake 
was dashed into a sea of foam by tho terri- 
ble force of tho wind and Hon, which rolled 
completely over tho breakwater, produeing 
a heavy ourr3nt oud undertow in tho bar- 
ber. Teasels at tho docka snajJijed their 
heavy breast lines like threads and \Yero 
compelled to lie at anchor. The broakwator 
harbor light waa torn from its heavy timber 
(aatoniugH and washed into the lake. The 
tower was lifted by an immense wave and 
burled lop first into the lake where it drift- 
ed rapidly away. The reaoue of the crew of 
the Cleveland sohoonor Florida by tho tug 
Gillette was a daring act and was witnessed 
by a thonHBiid people who thronged the 
beaoh. The Florida would havo made the 
harbor in nafcty but for th? blinding 
unow. When the atorm abjited a 
little tho captain of the Florida found 
his bow in immediatu danger of being 
dashed against the breakwater, and he at 
once dropped both breast anchora. In the 
attempt to save the crew, Capt. Frank, of 
the tug Qillett, at once etenmud to the 
rescue. Ho saw ho could not savo the 
vessel and bent all tiia onergioa toward 
rescuing tho crew. Ho endoavorod to 
get up to the Florida several timca bow 
on, but was unable *o do so, and finally 
backed up, getting tho tug's sturn under 
the vaaset'i quaiter. The Florida'a orew 



then began to leap for their liv.mf;A„?ery 
difficult thing to do, oonsidering the im- 

mOnae breakers which swept the schooner 
fore and aft, and which kept the Gillutt 
jumping about. After throe of them had 
reached tho tug safely, » heavy soa throw 
her against the Florida and for a few miu- 
utea it looked as if the Qillett nouldahare 
the acbobnar'a faiie; ^Her engine was on 
a center and the wheel could not be moved 
cither way, while great rollers were send- 
ing tho tug toward the shore rapidly, 
Three men in tho crank pit, how- 
ever, managed to turn the crank just 
in time to enable the daring cap- 
tain to save her and return to the work 
of aaving the orew. After the Qiljlett was 
again in position two more eailora mado 
tho leap in safety and tho capt.iin and 
mate only were' left. Tho captain was 
not willing to leave the vessel befuro tho 
mate gut safely off, but the latter refused 
to jump although repeatedly orderad to 
do BO. Ho finally crept over the aide of 
the Florida and clung there dsspito the 
entreaties of the men on tho tug below, 
who wanted him to let himself drop and 
attempted to pull him down, but 
were unable to loosen his hold. Just as 
ho hung there a grei^tjiBea^hurled the tug 
against the achootier with terrible force, 
catching the unfortunate man between 
the vesaela and grinding Ilia lega into 
pulp. As tho voaaela aeparated ho was 
caught and drawn aboard the tug, the 
captain making a leap at the aame mo- 
ment, 

Galveston, Tox., Nov. 19. — A apocial 
from Edinburg, snya: A noted desper- 
ado Tejerino, the terror of the frontier, 
haa been captured and bhot by Mexican 
Boldiors near tho tjwn of Reynolds in 
Tamaulipas.

AUSTRIA. 
ViKNUA, Nov, 10. — Diapatclios from 
Sofia state that tho rugunta know five 
days before Russia instructed General 
Kaulbara to leave Bulgaria, unless hia de- 
mand for the diamiasal of Gen, Mulkroff 
waa complied with, that he was going to 
leave anyhow. The authoritiea have been 
ordered to afford every facility for 
safe departure to the Russian officials and 
those under their protection who will 
leave the country along with Qunoral 
Kaulbara, and take all steps necessary to 
prevent any outbreak or disorder on tho 
occasion of thoir departure. It isetited 
that Russia will send to tho powers a 
memoranda concerning tho Bulgarian 
question and tho action of Gon, Kaulbars, 
and telegrams havo been sent from Lorn- 
I'alanka to Prince Alexander congratu- 
lating him on the first unniveraary of his 
decisive victory over the Sorviana, which 
waa won at Slivnitza on Nov. 18, 1886. 

SPAIN. 

Madkid, Nov. lU. — In tho senate last 
night the o))pi)eitiou declared Premier 
Sagastai' policy was responsible for the 
military 'mutiny in September. Senov 
Sagasta replied that anyone who ahould 
have predicted that a ynar would elapao 
after the death of King Alfonao without 
any disturbanco more flcrious than the 
uprising of 200 unorganized men, which 
waa entirely suppressed in two hours, 
would have been ridiculed. Continuing, 
the prima minister said: "The sup- 
pression of the revolt ii due more to the 
improved cuatoms of tho country and tho 
virtues and talents. of tho (|ueeii than thu 
ofi'orts of tho govornmont, which, J how 
ever, haa done ita boat to preaerva order." 
Gen. Salamanca attacked Premier Sagasta 
personally, and amid general murmurs, 
declaring that tho only way to bring about 
the fall of the govornmont wis by resort- 
ing to a inilitiiry uprising. (Juii. Costello, 
minister of war, contended against thu 
effort* to make the army a political ma- 
ohino. ' Hs aaid the policy of the govern- 
ment waa to -make. the men opposing 
them good aoldiers, who would over be 
ready to serve their oountry and follow 
its fl.ig. Th« general opinion is that the 
govcriiineiit carried off the colors of the 
debate and that tho opposltiou made 
nothing by itt attack, 

BULGARIA. 
SoKiA, Nov. 19.— Capt. Nabokoff, who 
led the revolt at Boureaz, and throe 
sergeants, who were implioated in thu 
rising, have been oondemi^acl: to death, 
Beveralifbrmer eflSlaials in Roumelis, who 
took pari in the revolt, were sentenced to 
impriaobment for life.

Last night about 10 o'clock cries of dis- 
iioes ware heard from n oabiu on Humboldt 
near DoubIhb stroot. Oflioer Hooaon was 
promptly ou the soeiio and found eight 
Japnuese sftilora fighting in the cabin. Oji 
the floor laid T. Mitiiui,- a Jap, badly 
woHuded. Blood was flowing from a dan- 
gorous cut abovo the left oyo, which had 
been mndo with a kuife, aud hia face was 
terribly mutilated nutl bruised by some 
bluut iuatrumuut, pTobably a atiok of cord- 
■wooil, found near by covorcd with blood. 
Wht'U tho oiUoor uppearocl tlio Japs ruu in 
all directious, loaviug lliu wouudod man 
alouo. The otllcer puimied them and suc- 
ceeded in capturiug T. Ynsuda, K. Taka- 
hashi and J. Kasaoka, •who wore taken to 
jail. The wounded Jap was afterward 
taken to the jail and identified the prisouora 
HB participants in tho fight. The man who 
did the cutting, Kiohi Kobaooahi, however, 
was not cnught. Kiohi is a sailor on tho 
Triumph aud the others belong to thePetio- 
lopo. Tho wounded lunn diil not appear to 
be fatally injured, and what might have 
been a murder fortuuatoly leruiinated in a 
dronkwrow.

' WilliamBTjako valloy is really a continu- 
ation of the doprejsion extending frcm 
Bridge creok to tho 150- Mile IJouso, The 
lake is a very pretty one, and is a groat 
rojoit for WildJtl5!,1Bl»pd lake trout. On 
one side the sKbro' rises steep, whilo ou 
that nuarast the road it strctohes away in 
low-lying hills. The ranohe of Pinch- 
beck & Lyne, 

"william's ^axk jfab-m" 
is situated at tho north-west end of the 
lake which is omptiod by the San Juan 
river, a small stream which adds its water 
to that of the Fraser four miles from the 
house and seven from the lake, running in 
an exaci ly opposite direction to the Fraser 
until the latter is reached. ^>«i3PiB ranohe, 
on an average, is about a mile and a half 
in width Gxt-jiiding over tho full breadth 
of the valley. There are 2400 acres un- 
der fenae, whilo on tho hills ia fine graa.s 
feed for cattle, and adj icant to tho far n ia 
good timber. The main residence is at 
the western end, is two stories in height, 
roomy and well furnished. Surrounding 
it are tlie various stables, warehouses, 
granaries, and other outbuildings, with 
several residences for eiuployiJ-i. 

A HANDMO.MK HESI1»BN0K 

is being built at n point overlooking the 
lake, for it ia at this end of the ranohe 
where tho main busineaa is carried on. 
There is hero also a lovoly view of the 
lake and valloy, which at the tirao of our 
visit wsks clothed in the many beautiful 
tints of autumn . 

To walk over the farm would be too 
great an effort, so Mr. Pnichbeok harness- 
ed up a team and drove us from one end 
to the other. Field after Held of largo 
extent was passed through, showing signs 
of having recently been deprived of a 
luxuiant crop. There is sufficient land to 
place 1000 acres in grain alone, and if 
Cariboo forges aheaj this will be done. 
At proBent 400 acres are in grain, from 
300,000 to 400,000 pounds being annually 
raised, and altogether COO acres in the 
various products. Wo were shown sam- 
ples of the magnificent root and vege- 
tables grown. Floury potatoes yieldiug 
from seven to tan pounds to the hill, and 
12 to 15 tons to the acra of carrots, and 
other roots. 

Jn order to better sell the large quanti- 
ty of wheat grown, the firm last year 
bought the Victoria flouring mill, which 
IB now in working order on tho stream 
running from the lako. The mill, which 
consists of two run of stones, fljur and 
feed, is run by a turbine wheel, a race 
having been made from the lako to it, and 
good power assured. This yoar has boon 
exceptionally dry, and in order to raise 
the water in William's lako, tho opening 
from L-ike la Haohe was lowered aud soon 
percoplibly hei^'htenod the water in tho 
former lake. The mill is very substin- 
tially built, in very oompletj in its ap- 
pointments, and wo wore shown some ex - 
cellent samples of flnur. Adjoining it, on 
tho hill, is a largo grain warehouse, the 
grain being transferred from the lattor to 
the mill on tho creek by means of a shoot. 
The mill will enable Pinchbeck & Lyne to 
grind their own wheat, and also to do 
custom work for other farmers. Should 
any large demand be croutcd Hour from 
this valley would be suSiaiontto supply 
it. Tho wheat here grown has been giv- 
en the highest honors 'obtainable ia the 
world, and thia year samples of wheat and 
potatoes are at the colonial exhibition. 

A drive of nearly three miles from tho 
house brings us to the lake, near which a 

STEAM THKKSIIER 18 AT WORK, 
This was ruu by a portable engine, and 
kept a large gang busy on tho stack and 
around the thresher, for the m \chiiia did 
its work in s very lively manner. Threo 
men were on the stsck passing the shoiifs, 
k.vo others fed them in, three more tied 
tho grain into sacks, while aoverul more 
were at various work. So soon as a wag- 
on was loaded the grain was conveyed to 
the warehouse near the mill. 

The farm is generally run in a mudorn 
way, and would be a genuine surprise to 
eastern agriculturists. Here, 300 rniles 
north of a railroad, only this year opened, 
ia a farm that would do credit anywhere 
in the world. Besides the atoam thresher 
the machinery used consists of two self- 
binilora, two mowers, two hoiao-rakos, 
two seed drills, throe gang plows, six 
other plows and a large number of w:ig- 
ons and various farming implements. 
There is also a portable saw mill, the tim- 
ber having been cut, fashioned into lum- 
ber, and erected into buildings rigKtou 
the farm.' < There is a blaoksmith shop for 
repairs and horse shoeing. 'Pinchbeck & 
Lyne have a considerable oominunily that 
could easily bo suppnrt-jd friralho pro- 
ducts of the farm without going to the 
outside world fur othor than the luxuries 
of life. 

On tho range thoy havo ^00 head of cat- 
tle, about 20U hogs and GO horses, besides 

21 working horses. They cure ham and 
bacon, have wraall fruitH for cauning in 
ubunilancs, ami with tho vegetablim aud 
roota, tho lifo on WilliamH Lake fnrui is 
full of tho good things of tho earth. 

At tho renideuoo is a piano aud the long 
winter evenings are whiled away by music 
and ijinging, Uie ladies of tbe house and 
some of the male members having oonaider- 
ablo ability as musicians. 

Mil. W. PINCHHKCK 

is u thorough Englishman and has beeu in 
tho country sinoe 1860, first as an ofUcial of 
tbe colony. In the Cariboo exoittmoat he- 
engaged In trading and was very successful. 
During the last year he held officelie oulti- 
Tatod a few acres of ground in the valley 
where he is now situated. This without irri- 
gation []rodi.u:ed an abundant crop and net- 
ted a largo profit. Thinking ho had wtruck 
it rich, Mr. I'iuchbeck took u]) n larf^o lot 
of land and spent a great deal of money tho 
next year in its cultivation, but the season 
proved dry nud the yield was .nob,\»orth 
tho reaping. It was then that the'exMnsivo 
system of irrigation ditches waseommenoed', 
and now is most perfect, there idwaya being 
a reserve supply in case of need. He has 
progrosHod Binoo, buying aditional land, 
aud now with his partner, Mr. Lyno, has 
certainly tbo model farm of the province. 
Men of energy and porBiHtonoy, such a Mr. 
P. biiH proved himself under many advorso 
eireuui.sliiiiceH, form tho backbone of any 
ooiiutry, and it is hoped that tlio near future 
will bring him tho reward of his iiuiuy yparw 
of hard labor. Two yours ago ho Tisited 
England and returned with an English wifo, 
an oHtimaLle lady, and thoy have now a 
fino boy, growing up to follow in bis worthy 
father's footsteps. 

After a night's sound sleep in most com- 
fortable quarters, we ariso at 7 ;30 that wo 
may havo an opportunity uf visitiug tho

situated at the othor end of the lake. It is 
cold and frosty, and groat coats are a neces- 
sity. The road passes through tho farm 
and has beeu chiefly built by the firm. Al- 
though narrow in places it la a good road, 



and this route is the one that should have 

' boon followed iu oonstruoting tho Cariboo 
road. In the fields are gathered immense 
flocks of wild geese, gleaiing what has been 
left by the harvesters. They were not at 
alli-alarmcd by our approach, though tha 
team passed a oonplo of hundred yard 
from tliom, - A lusty shout thoy paid no 
attention to, though we were informed tha 
if wo climbed over the fence armed with 
gun they would soon put^ to. flight. The 
gooHO havo seutinols on the lookout to give 
an ularm if danger approaches, and it re- 
quires courtideruble Ktnitagem to approach 
theui when thus gathered iu the field, so 
they feed ou unooucerneil by our near 
preaeucu. The lake looks churmiug in tho 
uioruing fiunliglit, and many a wild duck is 
floating ou ilti bosom. Here and there on 
our way u grouHo or two starts from the 
undorHiowth, There is plenty of sport for 
those fond of wild game, for on the hills 
deer are plentiful. • ' ■ 

TUB INDIANS 

are tho porirtcrfsorrt of a magiiiftcont ranohe, 
which they cultivate in a way, making little 
effort to help uaturo by irrigation. In a 
favorable year good crops of grain are 
raised by them, but they depend mainly on 
the boy crop, cut from the beautifully 
lying lowlands Dbsr ' the laket.- Under 
good managomeht this ranche would bring 
forth an abundant yield. It is seven 
o'clock wiien we roach 0. U. Eagle's 
ranche, irimcd appropriately "Onward," 
for it is provided with every modern 
means of fanning. 'Ihe rancho adjoins 
the mission farm, is 1,120 acres iu extent, 
and there is astock raiiphe at James' Lake 
of 350 aires. The raiicKe lies, beautifully 
and ia well irrigated by aditob-SOyen mi es 
in leiigtb. and carrying 1,000 inches ot 
water frmu a permanent supply. It ia 
undoubtedly tlio hent liitcli in tho coun- 
try; t2'J5 000 iiounda of grain, 250,000 
pounds of vegetables and 200 tons of hay 
are ar.iui.i Ily raised. Mr. Eagle is a Penn- 
sylvuniia of German extraction, and 
bought the rancho in ISUO, since which 
he h'J.9 niaUe nunieroUH improveinoiits, in- 
cluding a steam saw mill, and has gonor- 
ally made it a ranche of the most conve- 
nient character. Ho has received num- 
erous medals in Canada and Europe, and 
has now an e.\hibitof peas aud potatoes at 
the CohinisI e.'cliibitioii, which have also 
been exhibited at various places on the 
continent, and which he has been asked 
to part with, they being regarded as 
exceptionally tine samples. 

A I'ALATIAI. RESIDENCE 

two-and n half stories in height, was near- 
ly coiiipluted at tho time of our visit. It 
is sitnatod on a rise of ground, command- 
ing a tine view of the Valley, and ia pro- 
bably the finost residence in the interior. 
Tho lumber for the building was cut and 
sawn by the owner, and the auperior de- 
corating and finishing of this building all 
done by^il^ndr- . Black pine is used for 
the fineif portions of woodwork. This 
wood poBBB.'ises a tine grain and when pol- 
lished and oiled or grained makes an ele- 
gant tinisliing. It would be excellent for 
the manufacture of furniture. The resi- 
dence is supplied with many modern con- 
veniences, and taking into cansideration 
its distance from trade centres, is certain- 
ly a work of great credit to the owner and 
his assistants. Itn coi>t will be in the 
neighborhood of 810,000. Mr. Eagle has 
also a general store on tho ranche for 
trading with the Indiana and his numer- 
ous employ tSi, and does a couaideral an- 
nual busineaa. Adj lining the "Onward" 
rancho is that of the 



11. Mi.i.sioN, 
oomiioiod of 1600 acres uf finely cultivated 
land with substantial buildings. They 
also havo a nunioroua herd of st.jok cattle. 

We wero unable to take more than a 
haeiy look at the surroundings, for the 
itago was awaiting us at tht'i IBO-mile 
honao. Our deuiocrat was loaded and 
several luountod horses, and after an 
houi's sharp riding through the hills, we 
were again at the 150, where bidding 
good-byo to our many iii^w friends, among 
whom was .Mr. Craib, luinlng expert, who, 
with alnu'st tears in hia eyes, said ho was 
sorry to part, b'lt he knew it was for our 
good. Driver 'J'alt givea a short crack of 
the whip and tho horses bound forward. 
It ivas a beautiful Sunday morning, and 
tho drive From the 150 to Bridge Creek 
was thoroughly a plea.taiil one. Work is 
generally BU!'pende() du t'- u .Sabbath day, 
and the interior jieoplo ?iiend it principal- 
ly in neighborly visiting.

An article headed "Daring escape," 

was published in Thursday morning's 
C'u/u/H.si' . This gave an account of tho 
capture of Fayniaater Watkins of the U. 
S. Navy, who was endeavoring to escape 
on tha sealing schooner Arctic. It was 
stated that Oapt. Miner of tho sealing 
schooner Penelopo, now in pert, and 
owner of the Arcl c, was not a party in 
any way to tho escape of tho paymaster. 
The inforin ition was necured by a reporter 
of this paper from Capl. Alinor, who no 
doubt was very an.xiou^ that tho best side 
of the story should bo placed before the 
public. A goiitlonian of this city has 
handed ua a copy of the .lapan Gazette, in 
which iu an account of tho proceedings 
before tho U. S. Coiuular General Court, 
in regard to Puler 0. Fuller, captain of 
the Arctic and now under sentence in 
Japan. Tho petition which was road be- 
fore the court has been forwarded to 
ProBidelit Cleveland, praying for the re- 
lei'.so of Fuller, who it would seom was an 
innocent [larty in tlie escape. Tho various 
paragraphs in the petition show that Capt. 
Minor was tho principal in tho whole 
transaction. It was he that arranged for 
a passemter for the Arctic, and had Pay- 
master Watkins convoyed on board with- 
out the knowledge of hia identity being 
given Cupt. Fuller: and it was not until 
thu war ship Oasipoe placed him under 
arrest that he was aware that his pasaen- 
gar was the defaulting paymaster. 

Capt. Minor waa clever enough to ar- 
range tho plan and had nearly carried it 
to a aiicceasfnl completion, and would 
havo done ho had the Arctic sailed for 
this port. However tho plot failed and 
Capi. Miner and his romaining schooner 
Penelope made fast tracks for Victoria, 
where liis schooner is now laid up. Capt. 
Fuller has not fared so well, for he was 
sentoncod to aix inonlhs' impriaonment 
and to pay a heavy lino for aiding and 
abutting the desertion of Paymaster 
Watkins. 

The American authorities would very 
much like to hold an ititerviow with 
crafty Capt. Miner on American' sbil; 

it wouhl bo aaiisfaotory to them, but 
would likely curtail tlio oapkiiii's liberty 
for a dctinitu period, and lio, though assert- 
ing hia iiinocmico, ia not likely to give tho 
deaired cpportuniiy. It is probable that 
Capt. Fuller will be released.
